or other place 
any theatrical or 
dramatic performance of any 
kind or description, or any eques- 
trian or cirens performance of 
jugglers, acrobats, rope dancing 
sparring exhibitions, variety 
shows, negro minstrelsy, living 
statuary, ballooning, or base 
ball playing, or any ten- pine, or 
other' games of simitar kind or 
kinds, or participates in keeping 
any low or disorderly honse of 
resort, or shall sell, dispose of or 
give away any ale, beer, porter, 
or spirituous liquors in any 
building appendant or adjunct 
thereto, when any such show, 
performance, or exhibition ia 
given, or house or place is kept, 
he or she shall, on complaint 
made within twenty days here- 
after, be fined iu any sum not ex 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or 
be confined in the county jail 
not exceeding six months, or 
both, at the discretion of the 
court.

According to the Inland 
Revenue Report for the Do- 
minion of Canada for the year 
1888, there has been falling 
off in the amount oi spirits 
taken for consumption of 
more than twenty per cent 
from the average of the four 
preceding years. This re- 
markable showing is attribut- 
ed to the admirable working 
of the Scott act. 

The Supreme Com tol Iowa, 
recently rendered an import- 
ant decision in the case from 
Lee County, of Collins vs. 
Hill, involving the question 
of the right to sell liquors im- 
ported into the atate in the 
original package The decis- 
ion fully sustains the Iowa 
prohibitory law. It mautaina 
that imported intoxicants can 
not be legally used in the 
state, and that their sale and 
delivery are subject to the 
usual rules and regulations.

At the Balibatlt Convention 
held in Music Hall Cleveland, 
June 7,1889, Rev Homer J. 
Bmith, D, D., {.resented the (ol- 
lowing transcript til the statute 
ot Ohio, touching the observance 
of the Jiret day ot the- week, 
which was reqnesta| by motion 
to be published in the State press, 
for the information of the people :
